If not Canadian-born or natural- 
ized they are of course thus properly 
classified. And the conduct of alien en- 
emies in other countries has certainly not 
been such as to cultivate tolerance on the 
part of Canadians. Though it should 
in fairness be noted that the “fifth col- 
umn” miscreants who have brought sus- 
picion upon alien enemies everywhere were 
not of Italian—but of German—origin. 

It does not follow, because Mussolini 
has joined forces with Hitler, that Italian 


‘ residents of Canada are going to attempt 


here the outrages Hitler's agents and 
dupes committed in Norway, Holland and 
Belgium, Time, and only time, can tell as 
to that. May it not be that a good many 
of these Italian nationals—who presum- 
ably are late arrivals—came to Canada to 
escape the clutches of Italy's Fascist 
tyranny? 

That aside, the practical question is— 
what is to become of these ten or fifteen 
thousand people who have been cut off 
relief? They have no employment, or 
they would not have been on relief. Cut- 
ting them off relief won't give them jobs. 
What remains to them? In cold fact is 
their choice not limited to going hungry 
or resorting to crime? 

Perhaps before the Ontario lead is fol- 
lowed elsewhere we had better do a little 
straight thinking on this subject of what 
happens when even an alien enemy who 
can’t get work is denied relief. Not neces- 
sarily or exclusively out of compassion 
for the alien enemy, but out of considera- 
tion for the law-abiding public. 


The Losses Go On 


Herr Goering has committed himself 
beyond recall to the destruction of the 
Allied army in France, and cannot spare 
men and equipment for the threatened 
blitzkrieg on England. That evidently is 
the view of the Allied high command, 
since the British army—hitherto held at 
home to resist the projected invasion—is 
now pouring into France to strengthen 
the line there and make the going tougher 
for the invaders. Without, it must be sup- 
posed, denuding England of forces thought 
sufficient to meet any air attack the Nazis 
may feel themselves able to attempt with- 
out unduly weakening their all-important 
offensive against the French front. 

That front has not been broken. That 
is the matter of vital consequence. Un- 
less it is broken, the occupation of more 
French territory, even of Paris, will not 
give the Nazis victory. 

France is fighting a battle to the death 
against terrific odds. But it has taken 
and is taking a fearful toll of the enemy. 
The Nazi forces have won ground only in 
face of an incessant rain of bullets, shells 
and bombs, that has cost them thousands 
of men daily, destroyed their tanks and 
planes in great numbers, while their stores 
of oil and other non-replaceable supplies 
have melted like snow in the spring. By 
sheer weight of numbers and superiority 
of mechanized equipment they have kept 
going. They can only keep going at the 
cost of paving their road with their bones. 

A glance at the map shows the Nazis 
have occupied approximately one-fifth of 
France. It does not show Herr Goering 
counting his dead—and wondering where, 
when, and at what further awful cost he 
may be able to smash the Weygand line. 
And now that thrice-hated British army 
is thrusting itself also into the pathway 
of his dead-weary host! Corporal Hitler 
may think everything is rosy on the west- 
ern front. General Goering knows better. 


Our New Mountain Roads 


Though the official opening ceremon- 
fes will not take place until the end of the 
month, news items several days ago stated 
that the Jasper-Lake Louise highway will 
be open for traffic on and after Saturday 
of this week. No doubt a good many mo- 
torists who prefer to drive when the traf- 
fic is not too dense will take the oppor- 
tunity to make the trip before the rush 
that will undoubtedly take place at the 
time of the official function. 

This event has been timed to fit in 


with the opening of the highway around 
the Big Bend of the Columbia, which will 
complete the Trans-Canada through the 
mountains and make the long-projected 
all-Canadian route from the prairies to 
the coast an accomplished fact. 

While advance attention has naturally 
centred on the ceremonies which will mark 
the opening of these mountain highways, 
the important point is not that celebra- 
tions will be held but that the two jobs 
have been about finished and that here- 
after motorists may visit the ice-fields 
and cross the Rockies on a Canadian road 
when they will. That multitudes will 
traverse both highways during the pres- 
ent summer is certain. 

Opening of the Trans-Canada through 
the mountains is particularly timely be- 
cause on and after July 1st a Canadian 
who wishes to cross into the United States 
will have to obtain a passport and have 
this duly endorsed by the appropriate 
U. S. officials. Prairie motorists en route 
to the coast may avoid this inconvenience 
by following the new Canadian route in- 
stead of detouring through Montana, 
Idaho and Washington, as in the past. 

United States tourists in great num- 
bers will visit our mountain parks this 
summer, and make the trip over the new- 
ly opened Trans-Canada. The inconveni- 
ence of obtaining passports, plus the 
penalty on Canadian money in the 
United States, will no doubt cause thou- 
sands of Canadian tourists to also do 
their holiday jaunting over the new high- 
ways on their own side of the jine.

Einstein, at the end of 30 years of effort, has 
had to admit defeat in his effort to work out a 
formula that will mathematically express both 
the Law of Relativity in the cosmos, and the 
behaviour of electrons in the atom. Heisenberg’s 
Law of Uncertainty cannot be compressed into 
a formula. Aristotle taught that the 
earth was a sphere revolving in- 
side a larger sphere in which the 
stars were fixed. Now we are told 
the known universe has millions of galaxies, and 
that light would take a hundred million years to 
span the void. The value of Einstein's Relativity 
is that its observations compensate for the 
187,000 miles a second we are hurtling through 
Space. 

The atom now proves to be vastly more com- 
plicated than the cosmic universe—each atom a 
solar system in itself, with so much space inside 
that if all the particles could be compressed, it 
“would shrink to the size of an orange. 

Modified as it is by the moving life and 
change of the atom, the old mechanistic idea that 
science gave of the Universe—something created 
by the power millions of years ago and left to 
look after itself—gives no inspiration to good- 
ness, no solace to grief and no hope for the 
future.

Do you know the nature of Hitler's “secret 
weapon” to terrify the English. There has been 
a good deal of speculation. Is it a deadly gas, a 
devilish microbe, a paralysing ray, or is it just 
bluff? A German connected with aviation, who 
left the homeland just before the outbreak of 
war, and who wants no clue 
given to his identity, has dis- 
closed to U.S. aviation offi- 
cials, what he declares is the 
“secret.” It is a fleet of giant bombers with wing 
spreads of 200 feet and four motors, each of 1,200 
horsepower, constructed to convey a thirty-ton 
“tank.” The fuselage is a massive shell. The 
tank, or field artillery piece is rolled under the 
fuselage and lifted through a trap door by a 
portable hydraulic lift apparatus. 

The informant says the planes are being built 
in a factory in the Black Forest, in which he 
worked, and that 200 of them had been produced 
up till last September,

Later another church was erected on the 
same site and is often pointed out to tourists as 
that in which the founder of Quebec was laid to 
rest; but this is an erruer de tourisne. It does 
not matter materially because the ancient capital 
has its great statue of its founder and one 
can visit Quebec without being reminded some- 
where, at some time, of the man who in 1608 
built his habitation under the great cliff and so 
founded the great city, so long fought for by 
French and British, but now a living link be- 
tween the two races whose sons have come to 
realize that the city which Champlain founded 
is the gateway to a land of freedom in religion, 
language and liberty, the eastern pathways of 
which were trodden by Champlain himself when 
he ascended the Ottawa river to Lake Huron and 
then to Lake Ontario, 

June 14 is also a notable anniversary for 
Quebec because on that date in 1646 the citizens 
were burying the bodies of the 80 people who

The Convoy System 


Vice-Admiral Strutt, who was master of the 
fleet and chief navigating officer to the famous 
commander-in-chief of the Battle Fleet in the 
Great War, Admiral Beatty, in an interview 
given to “United Correspondents” on his return 
from sea, where he had been in charge of a 
‘convoy, gave an interesting account of the con- 
voy system, and a comparison. between the 


dangers run by merchant shipping in this war 
and the last war. This is the first time that an 
account of the convoy system has been given to 
the press: 

“The story of the convoy system dates back 
to the last war,” said Admiral Strutt. “In March 
1917 the losses of merchant shipping were so 
great that for the first time, the British Isles 
were seriously faced with a fear of starvation. 
It was decided to try the convoy system, and it 
was immediately successful. Losses of merchant 
shipping were at once reduced and the sub- 
marine menace was overcome.” 

Admiral Strutt went on to say that in the 
last war, the German fleet, bottled up in Kiel 
were a consant danger to Allied shipping. Some- 
times a whole division of battleships were used 
to protect a convoy, as a lightning raid from 
Kiel might otherwise have sunk the whole 
convoy, 

No such danger confronts us today—the Ger- 
man fleet is so much smaller that it cannot in 
any way be compared with the German fleet 
of 1914. Another important difference between 
this war and the last is that methods of detect- 
ing submarines which were only developed to- 
wards the end of the last war, now make it very 
risky for a submarine to attack a convoy, and, if 
she does, it will not be with impunity. The 
escorting destroyers will chase her, locate her 
and drop depth charges near her so that in 
practise, the submarine hesitates to attack a 
convoy. (It must be realized that the speed of 
a submarine under water is only about 10 knots, 
whereas a destroyer has a speed of approxi- 
mately 35 knots). 

“Is it not a fact that the submarines are 
much less active now than they were at the 
beginning of the war?” asked our representative. 
“Certainly it is,” said the Admiral, “and this we 
hope may be because Germany has suffered such 
very heavy losses.” 

Turning to the menace from the air, the 
Admiral gave me the remarkable fact that from 
the point of view of presenting a target for 
hostile aircraft, the ships in @ convoy occupy 
only 1% per cent while water occupies 98!2 per 
sent of the total possible bombing field. This 
Surprising fact is not generally known and 
accounts for the fact that when bombs are 
dropped from a great height on a convoy, in the 
hopes of bagging one of them, they generally 
fail. Anti-aircraft guns serve to make hostile 
aircraft keep their distance and so tend to pre- 
vent them getting within accurate bombing 
range. Both hostile aircraft and submarines 
have found the reception they get from Allied 
ships in convoy too hot for comfort. 

Asked if he had anything especially inter- 
esting to say about his recent voyage in charge 
of a convoy, Admiral Strutt said he had had 
no adventures. “The number of ships in a con- 
voy,” he said, “may vary from four to thirty, 
and the strength of the escort is entirely accord- 
ing to the danger.” 

As to the danger from magnetic mines, the 
Admiral said that magnetic mines can only be 
effectively laid in shallow waters. This danger 
also has been overcome by the practise of “de- 
gaussing” ships: a cable is put round the hull 
of the ship, which, when an electrical cu:.ent 
is passed through, neutralises the effect of the 
great mass of steel which otherwise would act 
on the magnetic needle in the mine. A steel ship 
then has no more effect on the mine than a 
wooden ship. 7 

The convoy system has meant that a number 
of senior naval officers have come back into 
active service. It has been one of the tragedies 
of peace-time service in the navy that so many 
able officers had to retire every year as there 
was no room for them in the higher ranks. 
England is now able to call on this vast reserve 
of trained personnel in her hour of need, a 
reserve whose only desire has been to be of 
service to their country.

With the arms embargo off the 
books, British and French agents 
are reported reliably to have plac- 
ed orders totalling about $1,300,- 
000,000 since the war began last 
September. 


U.S, Announces 
New Regulations 
On Immigration

WASHINGTON, June 14—New 
regulations for commuters from 
Canada and Mexico were announced 
ed by the department of state today 
to supplement recent regulations re- 
quiring passports and visas for non- 
immigration visitors to the United 
States from neighboring and South 
American countries, 

Beginning July 1 Canadian and 
Mexican commuters who have ent- 
ered the United States with immi- 
gration visas, will be permitted to 
continue to enter without new visas 
if they are holders of border identi- 
fication cards issued by immigra- 
tion authorities. 

Persons who had been lawfully 
admitted for permanent residence, 
but who do not have border identi- 
fication cards, may either obtain a 
re-entry permit from immigration 
authorities before leaving the Unit- 
ed States or apply for a new immi- 
gration visa abroad. Returning res- 
idents of the United States are not 
subject to quota limitations when 
applying for immigration visas.
